What “Single Tax” Would Do. 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 4.— [To the 
Editor of The Times:} Perhaps 
the advocates of the “Single Tax” 
amendment, which comes up to be 
voted on at the November election 
have not considered the effect of its 
adoption. The body of this consti- 
tutional amendment is as follows: 

“On and after January 1, 1919, all 
public revenues, State, county, mu- 
nicipal and district, shall be raised 
by taxation of the value of iand, 
irrespective of the improvements 
thereon.” 

The amendment, if adopted, would 
not be self-acting, except as to 
limiting the property subject to 
taxation and repealing conflicting 
laws; and revenues could not be 
raised under it, without laws being 
passed to put it in operation. The 
legislative machinery would have to 
be enacted before it could become 
effective to raise revenue. The 
amendment simply limite the char- 
acter of property to be taxed, with- 
out atating the method of raising 
public revenues.

The Miller & Lux properties in Cali- 
fornia have long been notable for 
their immepeity, and they are among 
the last of the great bodies of land 
held by individual concerns in this 
State. 

While the supervision of the work 
preparatory to subdividing possibly 
the Kern county acreage is Deing 
handied by James Ogden, former 
general superintendent of the firm's 
ranches, the details are being worked 
out at their San Francisco offices. 

It is said that already applications 
from possible purchasers have been 
received from eastern points by 
Thomas F. Burke, secretary of the 
Kern County Board of Trade. Hun- 
dreds of facts in differentiation of 
oli and irrigation resources and 
nearness to transportation lines and 
to gettied communities must be con- 
sidered in making up a scale of 
prices for the lands.

TREND OF POLITICAD THOUGHT 
AND ACTION. | 


By the Sentry on His Beat. 
Here are some cold facts con- 


cerning the two candidates for Gov- 
ernor: 


While unger normal conditions 
Gov. Stephens would have a walk- 
away, being the nominee of the par- 
ty’ which possesses an overwhelm- 
ink majority of the votes in Cali- 
fornia, I do not believe the form 
chart can be depended upon this 
time. Stephens will get there; but 
unquestionably Theodore A. Belli 
will be a formidable contender. 
Gov. Stephens will have the solid 
backing of the “dry” element: most 
of the former Progressives will vote 
for him, as will many leading Re- 
publicans and some of the smaller 
fry. In addition, some Democrats 
will support him. 
Supporting Mr. Bell wil] be a ma- 
jerity of the Democrats, many «f 
the disgruntied Republicans, nota- 
bly the rank and file of those who 
voted for Rolph. The “wets” will 
vote solidly for him, as will a ma- 
jority of the liberal element. Then 
he will draw largely from the labor- 
ing classes. This is not because. he 
has ever been a particular friend cf 
that element, but because they 
or not vote for Gov. Stephens on 
a 
Gov. Stephens long ago declared 
in favor of a bone-dry State and na- 
tion. Mr. Bell has taken issue with 
the incumbent. He says he is 
against the ruination of the valu- 
able California vineyards and be 
lieves in the Rominger bill. 

It is understood that Mr. Bell will 
have all the money he needs to 
conduct a rattling campaign, while 
itt is admitted the Stephens 
forces that they ve no dinere 
and afe not likely to get much. 
The contest will resolve itself in 
some degree into a fight between 
the liberals and radicals. Many be- 
lieve the latter are in the majority:

In past years the wearer of false teeth 
got very little satisfaction out of them. At 
best, most rubber plates were hardly more 
than chopping blocks, and as for appearance, 
anyone could tell at a glance that they were 
“store teeth.” About all a person could do 
with them was to chop up his food so that 


could be swallowed. without choking him, 


but there was mo way of grinding it up. 
Dentistry has so perfected the art of 


Perfection in Bridgework 

While many opportunities are offered by 
the dental profession for making beautiful 
and useful bridgework, there are many fail- 
ures and disappointments. These are often 
due to the fact that the patient insists upon 
economizing to the extent of a few dollars, 
thereby prohibiting the use of the best ma- 
terials in constructing the type of work best 
suited to the individual. 


In no branch of dentistry has greater skill 
and ingenuity been displayed than in the 
perfection of artificial teeth and bridge- 
work. Thirty or forty years ago the loss of 
the teeth was considered a grave misfor- 
tune, as there were no satisfactory substi- 
tutes In those days. It was almost incon- 
ceivable that the time would come when 
woman's beauty could be preserved and in 
many cases enhanced by the use of artificial 


Thanks to modern dentistry, the loss of 
teeth no longer means the loss of beauty 
and youthful appearance. It is now possible 
to construct artificial teeth that cannot be 
distinguished from the genuine. In many 
cases the work of the dentist surpassed the 
work of nature, so far as beauty is con- 
cerned. 


Not long ago a wonderfv! ‘improvement 
was made over old-fashioned bridgework. 
Dental science succeeded im devising a 
bridge that exposes no gold. Prior to this 


invention bridgework was made unsightly 


by the vulgar display of gold used in the 
construction. Only the front teeth had any 
resemblance to natural teeth, being faced 
with porcelain. However, this did not con- 
ceal the presence of the bridge, because’ 
the metal showed at the top and bottom 
of each tooth, and the supporting teeth had 
to carry full crowns. No doubt, you 
have seen people with old-style bridgework 
whose mouths had the appearance of a 
small gold mine. 


The new kind of bridgework permits the 
restoration of missing teeth without bring- 
iug any meta) into view. The gold crown 
or anchor teeth can be done away with, so 

t the whole set when completed presents 
even row of natural-looking white teeth. 
Even the grinding surfaces of the teeth can 
be. of porcelain, to match the remaining

THE BOOTY OF WAR. 


We swung round a big circle see- 
ing Bouresches, Vaux, La Fere and 
a Tot of the other villages that you 
have read about in the papers from 
day to day during the fighting and 
then struck out along the south 
bank of the Marne to see the coun- 
try which the Germans tried so hard 
to hold when they effected their 
crossing. It looked to a superficial 
observer as though both armies had 
begun by throwing away everything 
they owned, for the whole country- 
side was littered with cannon, piles 
of ammunition, rifles, machine guns, 
helmets, and every sort of equip- 
ment. 
There were rows and rows of 
German cannon, big and. little. and 
swarms of grimy, grinning French 
and American soldiers busy <etting 
them feady to bark against their 
former owner® The Boche did not 
Stay very long on thae side of the 
river, but he succeeded in making a 
pretty mess of it while he was there 
and while he was retreating. The 
little villages were smashed to kin- 
dling and hardly any of the civilian 
population had returned to see what 
was left of their homes. Perhaps 
it was just as well, for there was not 
much to find and those that were 
there did not look very happy or 
hopeful. 
But it is astonishing te me that 
you never hear a whimper from any 
of these people. They are serious 
with a good deal of right for they 
have been ruined and many of ‘hem 
have lost members of their families, 
but they go back to work without 
any complain’ and try to put things 
te right again. But they do look 
grim and their leve for the Ger- 
rians is not incr@asing by leaps and 
bounds. 

TO BE NO “NEXT TIME.” 
The people whe have been 
through this part of the War are not 
the ones who will care to talk about 


A lot of people go down into the 
cellar and stay there while the raid 
lasts. That is the sensible thing to 
do. A great many of the brave or 
lazy stay peacefully in bed and don't 
know anything and if they don't get 
hit they sleep peacefully. Frightful- 
ness is a good deal of a failure from 
a distance. If we can increase our 
delivery of frightfulmess, I think the 
German will laugh out of the other 
side of his mouth, for his mentality 
is not the sort that can make a joke 
out of being bombed. 
MORE OPTIMISTIC. 

People on this aide of the water 
are more cock-a-whoop than they 
have been since 1914. Jt is not that 
they think it's all over, for they 
know that there is a long pull ahead 
of us in all probability, but the re- 
cent movements have shown them 
that we have kick left in the Allied 
armies, and then, too, they see that 
the Americans are coming over in 
sufficient force to be a big element, 
which the Germans cannot meet.

TECHNICAL MEN 
ATTEND THROOP 


Preparing to Help Uncle Sam 
in Expert Service. 


Regularly Enrolled Soldiers 
on Detached Duty. 


Mess Hall, Drills 
Flavors Military. 


Approximately 300 student sol- 
diers, potential ermy engineers and 
technical experts for Uncle’ Sam in 
various capacities, are at their 
studies at Throop College of Tech- 
nology, Pasadena, at the end of the 
first week of the fall] term. 

The school opened at 9 o'clock 
Tuesday morning with the signifi- 
cant inaugural of the Student Army 
Training Corps, the Wer Depart- 
ment’s official branch of the mili- 
tary establishment for the younger 
men, and of which Throop is one of 
the duly-accredited colleges. 

Ordinarily the enrollment at 
Throop is in the neighborhood of 190 
to 200, but this year, as a Stude t 
Army Training Corps college, and, 
therefore, an adjunct of the army. 
the enroliment is 300. All the stu- 
dents above 18 years of age and oth- 
erwise qualified are regularly en- 
rolled as soldiers of Uncle Sam on 
the detached duty of continuing their 
education until] called to active serv- 


ice, and thelr board and room is paid 
by the government. 
BARRACKS COST $27,000. 

Barracks and mess hall, costing 
$27,000,’ have been erected on the 
Throop campus, or are in the process 
of erection by the government. The 
new mess hall was finished in time 
for meals on the opening day, and 
yesterday the contractor building 
the barracks informed President J. 
A. B. Scherer that these buildings 
would be ready for occupancy & 
week earlier than anticipated. The 
barracks will be occupied a week 
from Monday. Meantime the regular 
college dormitory and a large tent 
are serving as temporary quarters 
for a large number of the students. 

Uniforms for all the students have 
not yet arrived, but ere expected in 
a few days. They are issued to the 
student soldiers by the government 
just as to the army men in active 
service. With its barracks, mess 
hall, its drill and all that, Throop 
has a distinct military flavor this 
year, yet it is not altogether new to 
Throop. There has previously been 
military drili there. Throop was an 
Officers’ Training Corps college. 

LEEDS IN COMMAND. 


The military commandant at 
Throop is Capt. Charles T. Leeds, 
U.S. Army Engineers, and his aides 
are Lieut. Carrol D. Billmyer, Lieut. 
Sumner N. Mering and Lieut. Roy 
D. Johnson. These officers have be- 
gun their military instruction of the 
Throop battalion, and the boys are 
all hard at work at their technical 
studies, all of which have a place 
in the fitting of the student soldiers 
for army engineers and technicians. 

In the course of an address Tues- 
day on the campus, following the 
oath of allegiance to the flag, the 
singing of ‘‘The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,”’ the prayer by Rev. Lesile E. 
Learned, rector of All Saints’ Church, 
and the reading of President Wil- 
son's message to the student sol- 
diers, Dr. Scherer, president of 
Throop, said to and of these enlisted 
college men:

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PRICE-CONTROL 
PLAN ADOPTED. 


Weed Prefeceing to be 
Allowed by Government. 
Maximum Charges are Fixed 
for Retail Grocers. 


Dealers Suggested. 


Stringent measures are being 
taken by the Food Administration 
to prevent food profiteering, price 
beosting and food hoarding. Maxi- 
mum percentages of retail grocers’ 
profit have been established by the 
United States Food Administration 
at Washington, and, in accordance 
with the ruling, it is announced that 
any dealer who selis on a higher 
basis than such percentages is vio- 
lating the rules and liable to prose- 
cution 


In all cases the retailer is required 
te base his cost on his actual in- 
voice purchase price without regard 
te the market value of the goods at 
the time. The percentages are 
maximums, not minimums, it is an- 
nounced. A dealer may sell his 
goods as cheaply as he desires, but 
he can by no means exceed the 
maximum price. 

The retailer is permitted to add na 
charges whatever to the invoice cost 


cartagée to his store. He will be re- 
quired to post a daily bulletin of 
fair food prices in a conspicuous 
place, to substitute the daily item 
in the newspapers. Every dealer is 
required to post his cost and selling 
prices on two varieties of fresh 
vegetables, and the same on fruit. 
The Food Administration permits 
him to choose his own fruit and 
vegetables and to change the variety 
or grade each day if desired. Also, 
he can make the change any time 
during the day f& the supply runs 
out, although not otherwise. 
OUTLINE OF THE PLAN. 


The following, the policy of the 
new price control plan, been 
outlined by Ralph P. Merritt, Fed- 
eral Food Commissioner for Cali- 
fornia: 

“The price of foodstuffs to the 
public is a matter of common inter- 
est to the distributor, the govern- 
ment and the consumer. The great 
majority of distributors have been 
loyally co-operating with the govern- 
ment, and have been selling: the 
staple food products within the 
margins of profits authorized by the 
‘Food Administration, but the dealer 
in foodstuffs who exacts an unreason- 
able profit brings disgrace to him- 
self and to others engaged in simi- 
lar business, and breaks down the 
efficiency of the government's work 
in winning the war. 

“The consumer, however, must be 
brought to a realization of the fol- 
lowing facts: 

“First, that the Food Administra- 
tion is not a price-fixing organiza- 
tion, but has the authority to regu- 
late reasonable margins of profits. 

“Second, thie price of food general- 
ly will justly increase in proportion 
to increasing cost of production and 
increased cost for producer and con- 


sumer, because of war conditions. 
“Third, that there are certain

“It is for the purpose of carrying 
out this policy that the Food Admin- 
istration has adopted the plan of 
having each retailer of groceries, 
fruits and vegetables, post in his own 
store a placard in accordance with 
the plan herein announced.

To arrive at retailer's selling prices, 
when any of: the percentages as 
above are desired, use the following 
method: Subtract from the unit 
100, the percentage to be used: thus, 
ff 25 per cent. is desired, subtract 
twenty-five from 100, leaving seven- 
ty-five.

Tin plate in the shape of con- 
tinuous rolls, like tar paper, instead 
of in the shape of flat sheets, as at 
present, is now possible.

With someone on board who is 
capable of leading In songs that 
cheer and inspire an entirely new 
atmosphere is created throughout 
the train. A singer and a party of 
assistants frequently march from 
coach to coach singing “Over 
There,” “Yankee Doodle,” “Joan of 
Are” or “Amertea” and other songs. 
Sometimes the boys line up outside 
of their coaches at a station and 
sing their songs. Frequently the 
secretary has them put on an ath- 
letic game of some sort during the 
ten or fifteen minutes at a station. 

In this way thousands of the boys 
are entertained during a period of 
two or three days required in going 
from home to the camp, or from 
camp to port. The Y.M.C.A. has 
hundreds of secretaries engaged in 
camp work, practically all of whom 
are available for this type of work.

The women's college in Brown 
University opens With an enrollment 
of 226 students. Of these sixty- 
seven are freshmen.

Although Brown University has be- 
come essentially a war college, the 
old liberal arts course at the wom- 
en's college will remain unchanged 
except for the addstion of courses in 
war and reconstruction work. 


The women's @Gollege will adopt 
the three-term schedule arranged for 
the university. The first term will 
close December 21 and the year will 
end on June 21. 


Under conditions unique in its 
history, the University of California 
opened September 30, virtually an 
institution for education in the ways 
of war. Newspaper extras announc- 
ing the virtual surrender of Bulgaria 
were received just as the ceremony 
was begun, and there was a demon- 
stration. 

President Benjamin Ide Wheeler 
devoted his address of welcome to 
the discussion of the motives of this 
country in entering the war and in 
emphasizing the great part those 
who heard him will be called upon 
to assume in world affairs. 

More than 8000 students and men 
in uniform will use the campus dur- | 
ing the coming semester, according 
to President Wheeler's announce- 
ment.

Why the publishers’ should care 
fully avoid indicating that a book 
of short stéries by Edna Ferber is 
not a novel, is no compliment either 
to them or to the public.

Robert Holliday is Appointed 
IAterary Executor and 
Plans Monograph. 


It is announced that Robert Cortes 
Holliday, the biographer of Booth 
Tarkington, author of a new book of 
essays, called “Walking-Stick Pa- 
pers,” and active in New York for 
a number of years as an editor and 
journalist, has been chosen by the 
family as the literary executor of 
Joyce Kilmer. Mr. Holliday has 
been continually and intimately as- 
sociated with Kilmer throughout his

Upon taking his degree of A. B. at 


Kilmer returned to New Jersey and 
began his career as instructor of 
Latin at the Morristown High 
School. He married and became a

to conquer a wider fortune. 

The rapidity and brilliance of his

never diminished by the numerous 
shiftings of Kilmerte fields of activ- 
ity, the multitudinous, diverse and 
ardent interests which he acquired 
in an ever-mounting measure, and 
the steady addition of numberless 
friends of all classes who eagerly 
yielded him their devotion. 

It wag rather a friendship which 
was continually cemented by in- 
creasing and closer bonds. It was 
a part of Kilmer’s spirit to make his 
first friend in his literary life a 
sharer as far as was possible in each 
new success of his own. One among 
Many instances of this was his con- 
triving, by his influence with the 
editor, to work his friend into a posi- 
tion somewhat rivaling his own at 
the period (1912-1913) when he was 
the bright and shining star review- 
er for the New York Times Review 
of Books. The regular Tuesday 
lunching together of the two friends 
when their offices were widely sep- 
arated became, at least in their own 
fancy, an American literary institu- 
tion. The two were united in all the 
symbols of affection between mén. 
This friend was godfather to Kil- 
mer’s daughter Rose; and Kilmer 
was his friend's best-man at his 
wedding.

AMERICAN BOATS AID. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, 5.—A _ contingent 
of twelve American submarine chas- 
ers played a brilliant and novel part 
in the Durazzo engagement.

PRIEST GOES OVER THE TOP TO

An interesting suggestion has been 
made in connection with the discus- 
sion of the needed reform in the tax 
inheritance laws of California by a 
hjaue correspondent who would relieve the 

hardship imposed upon many estates 
by the necessity of paying the in- 
heritance tax in cash by permitting 
its liquidation in kind. 

Instead of compelling the admin- 
istrators to convert the estate into 
money, frequently to its great and 
permanent detriment, he would have 
the State and nation accept in pay- 
ment of their claims a pro rata of 
whatever the estate consists of. Thus, 
In the case of the Miller & Lux es- 
tate, they would accept the pro rata 
in land and catthe at its appraised 
When an estate consists of 
stocks and bonds, a pro rata of such 
stocks and bonds should pay the 
inheritance tax, and so on. 

The suggestion is rather an at- 
tractive one, and could doubtless be 
worked out upon some feasible line 
so that the sacrifice of an estate to 
pay tax demands in a community of 
which the estate does not consist 
could be terminated. When the mat- 
ter is brought before the Legislature 
next year a provision of this charac- 
ter should find a place in the revised 
law, which it is hoped wil! be adopt- 
ed in place of the present inequita- 
ble statute, which is the means of 
keeping within other jurisdictions

By crossing the continent 
from Boston to San Francisco in 
twenty-two days, two heavy- 
duty trucks, a Packard and « 
White, have written a new chap- 
ter in the history of motir- 


truck transportation. 

These were the first heavy 
trucks to be driven from vcean 
to ocean and were sent out by 
the Goodyear Rubber Company 
to demonstrate the feasibility cf 
heavy-duty trucks for long-dis- 
tance express service when 
equipped with pneumatic tires. 

WELL LOADED UP. 

Each truck was loaded with 
its capacity of three tons and 
under the direction of M. D. 
Scott, superintendent of motor- 
truck transportation for the 
Goodyear company, the convoy 
of two trucks and a Packard 
twin-six scout car left Boston 
on September 1 and three weeks 
later rolled into California with 
the cars and the drivers in the 
pink of condition. 

While the machines had to 
negotiate all kinds of roads from 
pavement to desert <¢rail, they 
had no mechanical trouble and 
only three tire ch were 

6 The big 44x10-inch cord 
pneumatics on the rear wheels 
showed little evidence of the 
strenuous service which ihey 
had rendered and iooked as 
though they would be apie to 
negotiate the return trip. 

FAST AVERAGE. 


As far west as Cheyenne, 
Wryo., the trucks were driven 
day and night, as each car has 
two drivers with comforta 
sleeping quarters for the relief 
pilots. Up to that point they 
were able to average fifteen 
miles an hour running time, but 
on account of the poor roads 
west of that point and several 
weak bridges through which the 
big transports crushed, a general 
average of thirteen miles an 
hour was made for the entire 
run. After a few days in San 
Francisco the trucks were ¢riv- 
en to Los Angeles and then to 
Phoenix, Ariz., by way of the 
Santa Fe Trail. 

From Boston to Akron the 
trucks carried cotton fabric to 
be manufactured into tires, and 
from Akron a load of airplane 
tires and parts was carried to 
San Francisco for the govern- 
ment. At Phoenix a capacity 
load of bailed 


cotton will he

able to negotiate the Lincoln

information that each casing 
] weighed 147 pounds and carried 

140 pounds to the square inch, of 
air pressure. The tube alone 
weighs twenty-four pounds, be- 
ing heavier than a front tire on 
a Ford. 

With the cushioning effect of 
the air, the trucks respond very 
slightly to the jolt of chuck- 
holes, and as a consequence 
there is very little road shock 
carried through the springs to 
the chassis or motor. 

The reduction of wear and 
tear on the truck and the faest- 
er speed permissable on 
count of the pneumatics will, tn 
the opinion of Scott, make mo- 
tor trucks pratical competitors 
of the railways in handling ‘ex- 
press and, fast freight over long 
distances.

GIVE USED CAR A CHANCE. 


The man who buys a second-hand 
car—and there will be many of them’ 
this fall—generally fails to realize 
after he gets the car that it is not 
quite ready for a let of hard work 
without any attention whatever. It 
should be assumed when a second- 
hand car is purchased that the pre- 
vious owner Was none too attentive 
despite the pleadings of the argu- 
mentative dealer to the contrary. 
The other owner felt during most 
of his ownership of the car just 
about the way you feel when you 
get the car—like running it and not 
fussing with the mechanism. How- 
ever, the wise podsessor of a newly | 
acquired second-hand automobile 
will treat it as though it never had 
got any Attention at all. 

To begin with, drain the oll from 
all compartments—engine, clutch 
(if not of the dry running type.) 
tranemission and rear axie. You 
may have been told that fresh lubri- 
cant was put in, but that should not 
stop you. Nor should the com- 
paratively slight expenditure for oils 
stop you either. Lubrication of a 
second-hand gar is a very important 
matter. 
with fresh oi] clean them out thor- 
oughly with kerosene and clean 
cloths. 

Then go over the whole lubricat- 
ing system of thacar. Pixamine all 
grease cups and notice if they need 
refilling or cleaning or both; clean 
out all oil holes and squirt clean 
oil into them. Repack the universal 
joints, and, in fact, pay such strict 
attention to the whole lubricating 
system, including a packing of the 
steering gear case and steering con- 
nection, etc., that you can say posi- 
tively that the car is properly lubri- 
cated. 

This done. the next step is to make 
sure that all part# are cleaned and 
adjusted as well as possible. You 
might go over the engine firet and 
tighten every nut and belt vou can 
see: adjust any moving parts, such as 
fan Delt. valve tappets, etc.. that may 
require it. See that outside parts of 
the engine, such as generator, igni- 


tien unit, tire pump and other 
auxiliaries, are tightly mounted in 
place. 


Clean all terminals with * cloth 
and tighten the cable ends in place. 
Really the best plan is to give the 
engine a good cleaning before any 
work is done, but some prefer to 
fmake a@iustments and then clean. 
If you have ne* access to a garage 
equipped w a compressed air and 
kerosene sprayer to clean the en- 
xine. go carefully over the unit with 
a cloth molstened with kerosene. 
Get all the parts clean and dry. 

Next attend to the underneath 

parts of the chassis, such as the 
clutch, propeller shaft and univer- 
sals and the axles. It is a good plan 
to go at the more important units 
first, taking the braking and steer- 
ing system to begin with. Take 
up as much slack as you can in the 
steering conrections, and take up on | 
the brakes if necessary. Have all 
these parts pretty well cleaned of 
dirt, and if the steering joints ape 
uncovered get a boot for each one 
and prevent further rapid wear. 
If the clutch operation is to your 
satisfaction and the moving parts of 
the clutch control mechanism have 
been properly cleaned and olled, do 
not try further to improve the clutch 
opération. The universals cannot be 
treated any better than by giving 
them a good cleaning and packing 
with grease. 

The rear axle gears may hum and 
if this is quite noticeable to the pas- 
sengers ft may be overcome and 
should be overcome by adjustment. 
If not familiar with the work do not 
attempt it. It means a loosening of 
the collars on each side of the dif- 
ferential and the shifting of this en- 
tire unit toward the driving pinion.

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THE FIVE GAME” OLD DESTROYERS. 


ITH THE UNITED STATES 
NAVY, AT A EUROPEAN BASE. 
Sept. 5.—In the gray dusk of 4 
o'clock a.m. August 1, 1917, five 

‘ old American torpedo-boat destroyers slid 
_a@way from the Torpedo Base at Cavite, Ma- 

nila‘ Bay, on a hurry-up cruise across the 
bottom of the world to the war sone. At 9% 
o'clock a.m., October 20, 1917, these five 
tin water-enakes slid through the break- 
water into His Majesty's dockyard at Gib- 
raltar, proud and dirty and ready to stop 
cruising. 
They had logged 11,008 miles in an actual 
steaming time of thirty-nine days, fourteen 
hours and fifty minutes, out of a total 
elapsed time of eighty-one days and five 
hours, although they had@putfitted for a six 
months’ cruise with enough additional stores 


aboard the mother ship to last them ten 
weeks longer—altogether, a cruise which has 
no equal in the history of destroyers. 

What made their cruise the more unusual, 
was the fact that four of the five of them 
had been condemned as unse..worthy and 
ordered. to remain within the three-mile 
limit. 

On the night before August 1, the five tia 
water-snakes lay off Cavite just as they 
had lain on hundreds of summer aights. 
Thé only difference from the usual routine 
was that all leave was up by 8 o'clock, and 

. even that wasn’t new. Some of the officers 
went up to Manila to buy some things in 
the afternoon and after stopping for a drink 
around the big mahogany table in the Army 
and Navy Club, came back to Cavite. There 
were no farewells. The navy doesn’t 
brandish its orders with farewells. It mere 
ly stops at a tobacconist’s, lays in a halt- 
dozen tins of cigarettes and goés on down 

to the landing. 

In the gray dusk of 4 o’clock a.m., August 
1, 1917, they formed in column with the di- 
vision commander leading at 400-yard inter- 
vals. With Corregidor Light still revolving, 
they moved out the south channel at ff- 
teen knots and the seas slapped their plates 
as the lights of Manila diminished astern 
As for the crews, they took it for granted 
that they were off on another cruise to the 
Southern Islands.

Here they anchored a mile off a sandy 
beach, coaled,*and allowed the crew to 
ramble around the beach in sight of the 
ships for a couple of hours.

October 1, zig-saggine in 
smooth weather with no moon, and drawn 
up in a new formation with the towerine 
4000-ton mother in the center and her five 
tin water snakes drawn up aroutid her. the 
leader dead ahead, two off the bows and two 
off the quarters. And in five hours they 
picked up their first allo. 

They made His Majesty's dockyard at 
Malta early on the morning of October 6, 
without incident. Here they tied up te 
buoys and coaled from the beach. And 
every hour the chief came up topside and 
said he wanted twenty tons more, and they 
begged him to go below and find the hole 
in his bunkers. And they worked the Mal- 
tese so hard that they struck, and the chief 
had a fight with one of them and in the 
end they got a very good tally. But the 
hest tally they ever got was long afterward 
at Marseilles (they were the first American 
craft to escort a French troopship.) where 
they went alongside the dock and the 
French told them to go to it. The French 
and the admiralty are still Oghting out 
that tally!

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Folly of Feeding the Sick. 
URGBON-GENERAL RPLUE of the Pub- 
lic Health Service was formerty prest- 
dent of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. Between the two bodies there is 
a close bond of sympathy. Surgeon Blue 
was stationed at San Francisco when the 
yidiculous bubonic plague scare was hatched. 
His autocratic and altogether unnecessary 
and useless “health measures” to combat 
this supposed epidemic were promptly 
down upon by Gov. Gage . 

Surgeon Blue recently issued a manifesto 
on the socalled “Spanish grippe,.” which has 
appeared in this country In regard. to 
“methods of control” he admits that quaran- 
tine is impracticable. Also, he might have 
added that it is useless, for this or any other 
epidemic. You cannot quarantine against 
é&f atmosphere. One must breathe. Yet 
the advises that attendants on patients 
should wear gauze®masks, although the or- 
ganisms known as bacteria are so micro- 
scepieally minute that they will even pene- 
trate the tisstes of the body. 

“During epidemics persons should avoid 
crowded assemblages, street cars and the 
like.” WBasily said, but how is business to go 
on “as usual” or any other way? We should 
all have to stay at home. 

Now as to treatment. Surgeon Blue 
recommends rest in bed, with fresh air— 
which is good—Sut then, in addition to that, 
“abundant food,” although he shows that the 
ailment is accompanied by fever, with a tem- 
perature of 191 to 103. 

What do you think of that? 

Every kindergarten student of the laws of 
health knows that food isa poisonina sick 
stomach. Such advice from the head of the 
Public Health Service discloses an amazing 
. eondition of ignorance in regard to the laws 


of health. No wonder so many sick people 


die. 
On the other hand, another high medical 
authority, the British Medical Journal ad 
vises “rest in bed, free motion of the bowels 
and light diet.” 
for “light diet,” you should substitute “no 
food.” 


On this important subject I reproduce a 


short article from the first number of the 
Care of the Body, when I resumed the con- 
duvet of it, a year ago this month: 

“Por every one who fs killed by disease, 
1000 or more are killed by maltreatment of 
the sick person—by the administration of 
poisonous drugs, adding another poison to 
the poison already in the patient's system, 
and the giving of food, where the digestive 
crgans are utterly unable to utilize this food, 
so that it ferments and rots in the stomach, 
adding to the poisons in the body of the un- 
fortunate invalid. 

“Watch a dog when it is sick. It will 
crawl into a corner and you cannot tempt 
it to eat. What criminal folly it is to con- 
tinue to shove food into a sick stomach. It 
ia as bad as forcing a man with a broken 


without nourishment, about equivalent to 
urine—and milk, both of these substances 
being favorite culture mediums for bacteria, 
and used for that purpose in laboratories. 
How, then, do you suppose they will act in 
k stomach of a human being? 
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This is good, except that

Osteopaths in the Army. 


OLLOWING bill was introduced in the 

House of Representatives on July 13, 
1917, by Mr. Smith of Idaho. It was re 
ferred to the Committee on Military Affairs 
and ordered to be printed: 

“That hereafter osteopathic physicians 
who have been duly fcensed by the laws 
of the States in which such physicians re- 
side, and who have graduated from a col. 
lece of osteopathy duly authorized by law 
to confer the degree of doctor of oste- 
epathy, shall be admitted to examfhations 
prescribed by existing law to ascertain the 
physical and professional qualifications of 
applicants for the medical branch of the 
army of the United States, and if found 
qualified shall be eligible to appointment 
therein: Provided, That such appointees 
shall have the same official status, rank, 
pay and allowance of officers of correspond- 
ine grades in the medical branch of the 
service.” 

If you approve of this rational and just 
move toward medical freedom. write to 
your Congressmen and Senator and tell

THE STATUS OF AGRICULTURAL 
LABOR UNDER THE NEW DRAFT. 


ASHINGTON.—Under the rules of the 

War Department for executing the 

new draft law, special provision is 
made for informing the district boards in 
regard to farm-labor requirements in order 
that mecessary food production may be 
maintained, says a statement issued by the 
Department of Agriculture. The statement 
continues: 

In the new draft the district boards are 
charged with the duty of putting into de- 
ferred classes those persons who are more 
likely to further the war by remaining in 
civilian occupations than by entering the 
army. Accordingly, three advisers are to 
be seletced for each district board—one for 
agriculture, one fer labor, and one for other 
occupations. The agricultural adviser wili 
be appointed by the board upon the recom 
mendation of the Secretary of Agriculture. 
The advisers are not members of the board 
but may, when invited, attend its meetings.

1LIFORNIA agriculture and horticulture,

An entire building, one of the largest of 

the temporary structures built especially for 

the fair, will be used for the agricultural ex- 

hibit. The main showings of the State Fair 


} exhibit will be here. The California Liberty 


Fair at Exposition Park October 12 to 26.

The educational feature of the exhibit will 
be pronounced. By showing special ex- 
amples of thrift and industry in increasing 
crops on lots and small acreage, the com- 
mittee in eharge, headed by C. B. Messenver, 
hopes to put in motian the incentive for

greatly increased food crops in and immedi- 
ately about the incorporated cities of the 
section. 

Premiums aggregating $6750 have been of- 
fered in this division. Almost every county 
and many chambers of commerce in Call 
fornia will be represented. Los Angeles 
county and the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce will have elaborate showings, but 
these will not be allowed to compete for the 
$1575 in prises offered in this class. Im- 
perial Valley will have a cotton, milo and 
butter exhibit. The products of the Salt 
River Valley in Arizona, notably Egyptian 
cotton, will be shown. The San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce exhibit Se 
tensive. 


The duties of the agricultural adviser wil! 
be to furnish to the board facts relative to 
farm-labor requirements, not only of his 
own district, but of the whole country. He 
should be the repository of all facts having 
relation to the deferment of agricultural 
workers, whether these be farm 
taborers, managers or operators e will 
be expected to advise the district boards as 
to a shortage or surplus of necessary farm 
workers for any given district, as weil as 
for the entire nation. . Such information 
will be supplied to the advisers Oy the De- 
partment of Agrfeulture. This will make 
it possible to have necessary workers trans- 
ferred from districts in which they may not 


be necessary to other districts in which . 


they are sorely needed. 

The adviser may also concern himself 
with individual cases that come before the 
district board. He will have the right, un- 
der certain conditions, to examine the ques- 
tionnaires and other records in the files of 
the local board for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether persons entitled to deferred 
classification have actually claimed it. In 
case he finds the names of such registrants 
he may file for them a claim for deferred 
classification with the district board, which, 
in turn, may require the local board to cer- 
tify the questionnaire and record of any 
such registrants for consideration. Reason- 
able time will be given for the purpose of 
obtaining information and supplying the affi- 
davits required. If a local board determines 
to consider a case for deferred classification 
because a registrant is engaged in a neces- 
sary occupation, notwithstanding no claim 
for deferred classifications on that ground 
has been made, it shall endorse the recom- 
mendation on the questionnaire of the reg- 
istrant and forward it to the district board 
having jurisdiction. The district board will 
thereupon consider the case and proceed to 
classify the registrant, notwithstanding the 
fact that no claim for deferred classifica- 
been made. 

A further duty ‘with which the adviser is 
charged is to confer With employers of 
necessary farm workers, and to instruct 
them as to their right under the regulations 
to file a claim for deferred classification in 
respect of any registrant who has failed 
or refused to file a claim for deferred clas- 
sification in his own behalf. This, in the 
opinion of the War Department, is a very 
important matter. The apparent injustice 
of placing many registrants in Class I is 
often due to the fact that employers have 
failed to make claims for deferred classifica- 
tion on behalf of necessary workers. It is 
to avoid a repetition of this trouble that 
farmers should see that all of their neces- 
sary employees, whether sons or other la- 
borers, of the draft age have made for them 
just claims for deferred classification. 

One important explanation is made in the 
new Selective Service Regulations in. con- 
nection with the expression “skilled farm 
laborers.” The questionnaire provides de- 
ferred classification for the “necessary 
skilled farm laborer in necessary agricul- 
tural enterprise.” The new regulations 
provide that in Class II shall be placed any 
registrant found to be engaged in ~a “neces- 
sary” agricultural enterprise, and found to 
be necessary to such enterprise in the ca- 
pacity of a farm laborer—‘ ‘especially fitted 
for the work in which he is engaged.” 

The purpose in the appointing of advisers 
is to place men where they can do most to 
help win the war. These advisers will be 
able to help greatly the district boards to 
keep in agriculture the necessary workers. 
These workers, whatever may be their in- 


‘clination to enter military service, should 


stand ready to serve in any capacity in 
which they can contripute most toward a 
speedy ending of the war. In order that 
this may be done a frank statement should, 
in each be made to the boards. It is 
believed that it will frequently require as 
much courage on the part of many men to 
remain in their civilian occupations as to 
waive deferment. 

This effort to keep nen in industry, rather 
than to send them to the camps and the 
trenches, should not be abused so as to per- 
mit the slacker to escape military duty. 
The necessities for raising an army are 
paramount. Every man that can be spared 
will be needed badly to bring the enemy to 
his senses. The adviser should be assisted 
in every possible way by every legitimate 
agricultural interedt to find the men that 
cen be spared for military duty, but also to 
keep these that are essential to the mainten- 
ance of a proper food supply 
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for changes in weather conditions; 

ysually it is the begining of the 
rainy season, which admonishes that the 
houses and yards be put in condition for 
the comfort and health of live stock gen- 
erally, and particularly fowls. The fact 
that we are exempt from zero weather often 
leads to carelessness and indifference to es- 
sentials for winter production and robust 
health. It should be borne in mind that 
our rains are anything but tropical in char- 
acter, being usually quite the opposite. This 
lends added reason for the precaution that 


T is the month In which to prepare 


the houses be rain and draft-proof—hence 
see to it that the roofs are water tight and 
that all cracks and faulty spots are prop- 
erly repaired, thereby providing insurance 
against physical suffering and colds, both of 
which are but the forerunner of more seri- 
ous troubles. It is also opportune to put the 
houses and yards, in sanitary conditions, 
which means a general cleaning up. If the 
whitewash shows signs of wear and tear, 
apply another coat. Lime is always a puri- 
fier. An additional coat of whitewash not 
only makes for health and freedom from in- 
sect pests, but gives an added appearance of 
prosperity to the place. Some breeders use 
crude oll in place of whitewash, which is 
equally effective and can be applied to in- 


equal to the best that can be secured any- 
where. Particularly does this apply to the 
American, English and Mediterranean 
classes.

made good, despite the conditions. 


SUGAR SITUATION 
AGAIN ENCOURAGING. 


Sugar-beet growing and sugar making in 
Southern California have emerged from a 
somewhat chaotic state, caused by the con- 
troversy over the price of beets and sugar 
and the scarcity of labor. 

Now that the harvest has come, it ap 
pears that both growers and refiners are in 
better shape than they expected. The sugar 
makers are getting a better price for their 
product. They now receive 8.6 ceats per 
pound, as against 75 cents a few months 
ago. Growers are selling beets at a fat 
rate of $10 per ton, as a rule. Beet grow- 
ers are experiencing le Gifficulty tn find- 
ing labor for the fle The sugar com- 
panies have employed number of young 
women, and, although they are not provid- 
ed as well with workers as the field men, 
the work of getting out Southern Califor- 
nia’s 1918 crop is not being held up mate- 
rially by a lack of workers. 

There are seven sugar factories in the 
Southern California field: the American 
Beet Sugar Company's plants at Oxnard and 
Chino, the Los Angeles Sugar -Company's 
factory at Los Alamitos, the Holly Sugar 
Company's plant at Huntington Beach, the 
Anaheim Sugar Company's factory at Ana- 
heim, and the factories at Santa Ana of the 
Southern California Sugar Company and 
the Santa Ana Sugar Company. 

Because of the uncertainty regarding the 
price of beets and sugar which prevailed 
last fall and winter many sugar-beet crow- 
ers In the Pomona Valley planted beans and 
other crops instead of beets. As a result 
the acreage of beets decreased from 6000 
acres to 1000 acres, and the Chino factory 
people decided to close their plant for the 
season. A campaign is now on, led by the 
Chino Chamber of Commerce, for a revival 
of beet growing in the Chino district, and 
indications are that the Chino factory will 
be reopened next year to take care of a big

The sugar content of the Chino 
beets this year will average high, pessibly 
18.3 per cent, it is said. 

It appears that the sugar companies in 
the Southern California field have con- 
tracted their entire output with Uncle Sam. 
Several hundred tons have already beea de- 
livered to the Quartermasters’ 

The production of sugar in California 
from fourteen-active factories last year was 
185,000 sugar toms of 2240 pounds, from 
185,000 acres. This year there are 113,000 
acres. The estimated output of sugar is 
135,000 sugar tons.

TRACTOR COURSES 
IN HIGH SCHOOLS. 


The enthusiasm with which pupils of the 

Los Angeles high schools are taking up 
the tractor courses whith are now part of 
the curriculum of those institutions greatly 
encourages the conviction that no small 
part of the farm work in Southern Califor- 
nia during coming. months will ve willingly 
and efficiently done "by young men and even 
women from the ¢onfines of the cities. 

Thirty-seven pupils completed the tractor 
course last ‘ear. Twice as many have en- 
rolled in this division this year. A three- 
day short tractor course given at the San 
Fernando High Schoo! last month as a pre- 
liminary to the real course developed much 
enthusiasm for the study of farm power 
machinery among the young men and 
women. . 

Many types of tractors have been used 
in the work. It is the aim of the instruc- 
tors, headed by Prof. Keinholz, to teach 
the operation and repair of the various 
track-laying and wheel types. 

At Los Angeles High School a goodly 
plot of ground to the south of the main 
building was plowed just after the big 
tractor demonstration as a part of the 
outdoor class work of the tractor course 
students. - 


HOW TO CONTROL 
CABBAGE WORMS. 


Cabbage worms of various species are be- 
ginning to make their presence known on 
the fall cabbages now in the field. The 
most important of these is the common cab- 
bage worm, a green larva about an inch 
long when grown. The parent of this worm 
is the imported cabbage butterfly, white 
with black spotted wings. The butterflies 
lay their eggs mostly on the under sides of 
cabbage leaves. The young worms hatch 
from them in four to eight days, feed on the 
leaves and reach maturity in ten to fourteen 
days. Then each attaches fself by a thread 
around the body to a leaf, stalk, fence post, 
or any other support, and transforms to 4 
pupa called a chrysalis. From this the but 
terfly emerges In from seven to twelve days 
tm Southern California there may be as 
many as five or six generations during the 
season The last chrysalides formed im fall 
remain thus over winter on dead stalks and 
produce butterflies the following spring. All 
of the cabbage worms heinge “chewine” 
sects May be controlled by arsenical sprays. 

Spray with an arsenical tn soapy water. 

To make fifty’ gallons of spray. dissolve 
four pounds of laundry soap or other 
soap in several gallons of water by bofling. 
Add this to enough water to make fifty gal- 
Ions. Then stir in the arsenical (one and 
one-half pounds of powdered arsenate of 
lead or three pounds of paste form, or other 
arsenicals according to directions on pack- 

.) The soap is to make the liquid adhere 
tter to*the smooth leaves. 

To make one gallon of spray use one-half 
ounce of powdered arsenate of lead, or one 
ounce of paste form and an inch cube of 


soap.

OST HUGE SUM.

Bonds in 
the sum of $1,400,900. were approved by 
State officials after a thorough investiga- 
tion and were sold at par by Elliott and 
Horne of Los Angeles. 

Water is delivered by meter to each 
land owner a member of the district. For

FINE LANDS COVERED. 


The extreme length of the district prop- 
er from north to south is eight miles, with 
an average width of six miles. The lands 
under ditch lie in sheltered coves, close 
to the Tulare county foothills, and include 
some of the most profitable orchards In 
A California. Because of intensive cultiva- 
tion to which a large portion of the culti- 
vated lands were subjected, the water sup- 
ply developed by individuals had begun to 
show signs of failure and the steps to- 
organize the district were taken before the 
situation became acute. 

Plans for the work were drawn by 8. E. 
Kieffe? of San Francisco and his engineer- 
ing notes, together with estimates of the 
cost were submitted to State officials and 
approved by them withou qualificaion. 
Work was started on the project immedi- 
ately upon the sale of the bonds, which 
were approved by members of the district 
without dissenting vote. 

Final reports on the engineering work 
were made by Quinton, Code and Hill, con- 
sulting engineers of Los Angeles, who 
approved of plans and construction in all 
details. A similar final report was made 
by W. F. McClure, State engineer, and his 


assistant, M. Norboe.

In the Lindsay district as a whole there 
are 11,000 acres of citrus fruits in full 
bearing, while in El Mirador and Strath- 
more, also under the district canals, there 
are 7000 acres more in various stages of 
maturity. Two transportation lines, the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and the Mink- 
ler Southern, the latter a subsidiary of
